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Hard coal iv-rerted from the Ruhr into the Soviet Zone of Germany wis disstri~ 
voted in the past predominantly among easworks and a few industries whicn are 
dependent upon hard coal for operating, such as soda and carbide factorizs, 
rolling mills, foundries, ete. Althouzh gas supply has already been cut by 
approxinately 605, the coal reserves of the qastmrks will be exhausted ty the 
end of Aurust, while coal etocks of industrial conswrers will not even list 
until then. The DIK doubte that in addition to its present exnort cormiij- 
nents and the separate alloention goine mainly to Berlin, which is ropor ted 
to anount to 34,000 tons, Poland will be able to deliver sufficient suar tities 
of hard coal to replace shipments from the Ruhr. 


On 30 June, the Russian sector of Berlin had 77,850 tons of hard coal ir 

stoélk, Since rost of the electric current for the Soviet sector is supplied 

fron the Sevict Zone, so that the Klincenbers pover station was alcost 26 4 ~ 
standstill late in July, coal concsurption in the Rucsian sector of Rerlia 

dropped to 3,800 - 4,000 tons a day. At this rate, present stocks would have 
lasted until a-proximately 10 Auvust. 


The DUK, Department of Transportation, has beon informed that over a one-year 
period, berin:ving 1 July 1948, railways and inland waterways vill have to 
handle imports of hard fuel from Poland amountinz to over 2,000,000 tons. The | 
Department of Transportation has already been instructed to make preparations 
for the hauline of 450,000 tons of coal and 250,009 tons of coke during tho.
